EXPERTS are sieving 
through crucial evidence 
from residents to try and 
find a solution to combat 
any repeat of devastating 
floods in the Park district 
of Weymouth. 

Two storms swamped the 
area in early July, leaving 
four streets and lakeside 
car parks and walkways 
underwater. 

Representatives from the 
Environment Agency, 
Wessex Water and the bor¬ 
ough, district and county 
councils hosted an exhibi¬ 
tion and question-and-an- 
swer session at Park

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Community Centre which 
focussed on the cloud¬ 
bursts. 

Among measures being 
considered are self-sealing 
doors and airbricks and 
special expanding sand¬ 
bags filled with water ab¬ 
sorbent silica. 

Among those attending 
the event was centre vice- 
chairman Bill Andrew who 
said: “The Park District 
was definitely turned into a 
lake. 

“People were running 
round getting no help from 
anyone. Some tried to fill 
sandbags from the beach 
and got told off for doing 
so by council officials. 

“We tended to ignore 
them! When people’s 
homes are getting flooded 
what can you do? 

“The first question to be 
asked here today is why did 
it happen and how are we 
going to stop it happening 
again? Do we need a new 
pumping station and new 
sewers? 

“Experts say it was a one 
in 70 years event, but the 
Park District has been 
flooded at least three times 
in the last 30 years.” 

Among those listening 
and trying to piece answers 
together was Environment 
Agency flood resilience 
team advisor Guy Parker 
who said the River Wey 
was already exceptionally 


high at the time of the inci¬ 
dent due to a very wet sum¬ 
mer. 

He said: “Levels at the 
river’s source at Upwey 
were more indicative of 
winter than summer and if 
you add all this to a very 
heavy rainfall event then it 
was a recipe for flooding 
and we had not one but two 
cloudbursts back to back. 

“We appear to be going 
through a period of climate 
change and, to help the 
Park District, we will col¬ 
late all our discussions 


today and then try to come 
up with a plan.” 

That evidence included a 
giant map for residents to 
draw on, highlighting areas 
flooded, when the flooding 
happened, to what depth 
and for how long. 

Mr Parker said: “We will 
then try and unravel that 
and make sure it doesn’t 
happen again.” 

Mr Andrew said: “I think 
the expanding sandbags is 
a great idea. We could eas¬ 
ily store them locally ready 
for use.”

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SERENNA DAVIES was born and raised in south 
Dorset before training as a nurse in Oxfordshire 
where she lived for nearly 30 years. 

After a spell in London she moved back to 
Dorset five years ago where she became involved 
with the Love Learning classes in Bridport. 

The 57-year-old now works for charities sup¬ 
porting bereaved families and vulnerable young 
people as well as offering a counselling service 
from her home near Winterbourne Steepleton. 

The mother of two grown-up daughters is 
about to launch a series of Bridport-based work¬ 
shops focusing on life skills. 


■ WHAT made you start this type of workshop? 

I felt it would be a good idea to offer workshops for the 
community on issues that most of us find challenging 
and where there is not a lot of support. I have been learn¬ 
ing Italian through Love Learning at the OliveTree restau¬ 
rant for a year now and have been very impressed with 
the teaching and what they offer. 

■ WHO can benefit? 

Parents wanting to learn more about parenting. Children 
of all ages (including teenagers) wanting help with spe¬ 
cific issues or wanting support with these challenging 
years. Anyone who has suffered the loss of a loved-one 
and wants to meet people in the same situation and gain 
support and information on the grieving process. Any¬ 
one who has been struggling to lose weight and would 
like help with confidence and self-esteem issues while 
discussing why we comfort-eat and can't say no to some 
foods. Anyone who has recently retired and is finding it 
quite hard and is maybe feeling quite lonely. Anyone 
who is struggling with their work/life balance. Most peo¬ 
ple know things have to change but they can't see how. 

■ WHAT can people expect from one of your work¬ 
shops? 

The workshops will be relaxed and supportive. They will 
be interactive and we will work in pairs and groups. Par¬ 
ticipants will learn more about the subject being offered 
and they will get some ideas to help deal with the issues 
that they have come to discuss. The two-hour sessions 
will include a short break for drinks and home-made 
cookies. 

■ IS LIFE more complicated today compared to days 
gone by? 

I don't think life is more complicated, it's just different. I 
think we are all more open to accept that life changes 
and experiences are extremely challenging and most of 
us have not had the training to deal with them. We are 
more likely now to seek out a counsellor or therapist and 
accept advice and support. We also are more open to try¬ 
ing to get our needs met and not live our lives in sacrifice. 
Many men are resistant, but I find that they find sessions 



extremely helpful and start looking at things in a differ¬ 
ent way. 

■ ARE there experiences that have changed the way 
you approach life? 

I have experienced divorce and the death of family mem¬ 
bers and close friends. I have started a new life in London 
and now back in Dorset. The experiences have made me 
stronger, more positive and have made me feel very 
grateful for the life that I have. I now live in the moment 
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and enjoy life to the full. 

■ SPORTS psychologists have been in the news dur¬ 
ing the Olympic Games. Can counselling really im¬ 
prove sporting performance? 

Counselling can definitely help performance. Most of us 
believe that we are not good enough, do not have what 
it takes to succeed. Working on our blocks can help enor¬ 
mously. Psychology of Vision worked with one of the 
crews on the Round the World Yacht Race. They ended 
up being the only crew that stayed together throughout 
the race and they did really well too. 

■ WHAT made you start learning Italian? 

I love Italy and have been to Tuscany, Bologna, Venice 
and Sicily. Languages don't come easily to me but I have 
persevered, helped by great teaching at Love Learning 
in Dorset. I think it is important to make the effort when 
we go to other countries. We Brits assume that everyone 
can speak English. 

■ YOU come from a family with some history in Wey¬ 
mouth. Is family history something that interests 
you? 

My family has Weymouth's oldest established business - 
IJ. Brown and Sons which opened in 1882. My family pro¬ 
duced the first qualified optician in the west country and 
my father was the first to fit contact lenses in Dorset. It is 
believed that my ancestor Sir John Brown traded in silk 
and was an admiral in Elizabethan times at the time of 
the Armada. I like history generally. Recently I have been 
learning more about the lost village atTyneham, where 
the families were evacuated during the war and were 
never allowed to return. It is a very sad story and seems 
very unfair. The MOD still own and use the land. 

■ IF YOU could run a workshop attended by anyone 
living or dead, who would be in it? 

Judi Dench, Rowan Atkinson, Julie Waters and Michael 
McIntyre. It would be hilarious. We would spend most of 
the time laughing. 

■ WHAT three new skills would you bring to a desert 
island? 

Fishing, lighting fires and being alone.

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MP makes another case for 
retaining coast helicopter 


THE campaign to save Portland’s threatened search and 
rescue helicopter has taken a new twist. 

Member of Parliament for South Dorset Richard Drax 
took his fight to the powerful Commons Transport Select 
Committee when he delivered a 12-page report backing 
the need for the service. 

The comprehensive report defending the helicopter 
gave evidence of how changes to the coastguard service 
were being implemented and their potential impact on 
service delivery. 

The report was in response to the committee’s request 
for submissions of written evidence on changes to the

coastguard service. The document was due to handed in 
by September 14th. 

The report was written after extensive research among 
those who rely upon and those who operate the helicop¬ 
ter. 

It concludes that plans to close the Portland helicopter 
in 2018 “would be an act of sheer folly, especially when 
the evidence for retention is so clear”. 

Mr Drax claimed some factors critical to the service and 


which could affect this service had not been examined. 

In November 2011, the then Transport Secretary Justine 
Greening announced that the Portland SAR helicopter 
would close in 2018. In her letter to Mr Drax, confirming 
the decision, she wrote: “I did not undertake any consul¬ 
tations before announcing the new basing arrangements 
since I am improving the service.” 

Mr Drax said: “Whilst the equal spacing of assets 
around Britain’s coastline in the proposals may appear 
‘fair’, it smacks of political compromise and makes ab¬ 
solutely no sense when we know that 25 per cent of all 
incidents are located in one area - ours.” 

“I strongly urge the Select Committee to invite those 
intimately involved in Portland helicopter operations to 
give oral evidence to the committee.” 

“Regrettably, many will probably be reluctant witnesses 
for fear of losing their jobs. It must be foremost in the 
committee’s mind that those jobs are guaranteed.” 

Mr Drax MP thanked Dr Ian Mew, Consultant in Anaes¬ 
thetics and Intensive Care at Dorset County Hospital, for 
first setting up the e-petition in support of the Portland 
helicopter on the Government website, 

He said: “With the helipad at the Dorchester hospital, 
Dr Mew sees firsthand how invaluable our helicopter is. 
He has submitted his own, excellent report to the Trans¬ 
port Select Committee, for which we are all very grate¬ 
ful.” 


Special protection 
for marine coast site 

OVER 330 square kilometres off the coast of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland is to become a Special Area of 
Conservation (SAC), the government announced this 
week. 

Natural Environment Minister Richar Benyon con¬ 
firmed that the area from Portland to Studland Reefs 
will become 37th SAC, completing the network in 
English territorial waters. 

Living Seas manager at Dorset Wildlife Trust com- 
mented:""We are delighted by this long-awaited an¬ 
nouncement. This is official recognition of the high, 
indeed international, value of reef habitats on 
Dorset's seabed and the site will make a significant 
contribution to the network of marine protected 
areas around the UK. 

"The importance of the site was initially high¬ 
lighted by the work of hundreds of volunteer divers 
recording seabed species and habitats through 
Seasearch, coordinated in Dorset by Dorset Wildlife 
Trust. Subsequent detailed survey work has con¬ 
firmed the extent and quality of reef habitats be¬ 
tween Portland and Studland. 

The variety within this site is impressive - from ex¬ 
tremely tide-swept hard-rock ledges and cliffs off 
Portland and St Albans Head, with brightly coloured 
sponges and corals, to low-lying shale ledges, rid¬ 
dled with boring piddocks or carpeted with brit- 
tlestars. Depths range from the seaweed-rich 
shallow waters to deep scoured holes, over 100m 
deep, off Portland Bill. 

The condition of the reefs is currently very good - 
testimony to the sensitive fishing methods used by 
the local inshore fishing community. This designa¬ 
tion should now ensure that condition remains 
good, great news for the creatures living there and 
for those making a living from the site."

tion of the ‘Weymouth - Dorchester Corridor’ project to 
provide a range of improvements linked to the A354 cor¬ 
ridor. 

Measures include promoting bus use, cycling and 
walking, better traffic management through CCTV and 
“intelligent” transport technology, enhanced signage and 
new transport interchanges. 

The money has been made available by the Govern¬ 
ment which has allocated £600 million to local councils 
through the Local Sustainable Transport Fund (LSTF). 

The LSTF aims to support new road schemes, boosting 
economic development while also encouraging the public 
to use more sustainable forms of transport. 

It represents the first step in delivering the approved 
long-term transport strategy for the Weymouth and 
Dorchester travel to work area including Portland. 

The Department for Transport has advised that the 
funding will be made available for implementation of 
Dorset County Council’s proposals on condition the ex¬ 
press bus service is still delivered as part of the overall 
package. 

DCC cabinet members welcomed the grant funding at 
a meeting last week. 

It will be supplemented by contributions from local 
councils. 

The schemes are due to be completed by the summer 
of 2015.

Local Resilience Forum - the 
Olympic and Paralympic safety 
and security operation in Dorset 
was supported by all the armed 
forces - Royal Navy, Army and 
Royal Air Force. 

ACC Whiting said: "We have 
been incredibly well supported 
by all the Armed Forces in the 
lead up to, and during, the oper¬ 
ation itself. This includes 43 Wes¬ 
sex Brigade on land and the RAF 
who assisted to deliver restric¬ 
tions on airspace. 

"We also worked closely with 
the Royal Navy, with police equip¬ 
ment and people integrated into 
Royal Navy facilities on board 
HMS Bulwark for the duration of 
the maritime security operation." 

July 2012 saw one of the most 
intense periods of operational ac¬ 
tivity for Dorset Police, followed 
by a number of significant events 
in the county in August 2012. 

ACC Whiting continued: "De¬ 
spite the challenges we have ex¬ 
perienced this summer, Dorset 
remains one of the safest places 
to live, work and visit and our 
communities should be reassured 
by the continued commitment of 
all local partners to keep Dorset 
safe."

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Powerboat driver killed 
during race in the bay 

A POWERBOAT driver has died from his injuries 
after an horrific high speed crash during a race in 
Weymouth Bay. 

Mike Lovell and navigator Dan Whapples were 
both thrown into the water when their craft flipped 
over during the PI SuperStock UK Championship 
which Weymouth was hosting for the first time. 

The two-day event was in its closing stages when 
the tragic accident happened on Sunday after¬ 
noon. 

Both men were seriously hurt, Mr Lovell being 
winched from Weymouth Lifeboat into the Port¬ 
land Coastguard rescue helicopter while Mr Whap¬ 
ples was taken to the beach and put in the air 
ambulance. Both men were then flown to 
Southampton Hospital. 

Organisers said the crash happened during the 
final race of the weekend when the men's boat 
rolled over. The race was immediately stopped. 

The organisers later added: "Following a power¬ 
boat incident in Weymouth yesterday, Mike Lovell 
and Dan Whapples both sustained serious injuries 
and were air-lifted to Southampton General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

"Overnight Mike Lovell sadly succumbed to his in¬ 
juries. Dan Whapples is in a serious but stable con¬ 
dition. A further statement will be issued when 
more details are available. 

"Our thoughts are with the whole powerboat 
community and particularly with Mike and Dan's 
family and friends." 

An investigation into the incident has been 
launched by the Marine Accident Investigation 
Branch.

IT’S OLD - very old - so 
perhaps it is fitting that 
Sandsfoot Castle has 
landed the 4 Old Kent 
Road ’ spot on the brand 
new Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Monopoly board. 

The board, out at the 
very end of next month, 
will see the castle, dating 
back to around 1539, ap¬ 
pearing on the Old Kent 
Road site. 

Dan Taylor, Monopoly 
manager at the game’s 
maker Winning Moves 
UK, who are producing 
the board under licence 
from Hasbro, says keepers 
of the castle have landed a 
“big coup” by appearing 
on Old Kent Road from 
the original board (price to 
buy: M60 - the least price 
on the board). 

He explained:“The Old 
Kent Road position is one 
of the most talked about 
and high profile locations 
on the new Weymouth and 
Portland Monopoly board. 

“So we believe the castle 
has scored a big coup 
landing this site. It’s a 
plum and prestigious spot. 

“We are keeping the vast 
majority of the board 
close to our community 
chests until we launch the 
game, but we have de¬ 
cided to announce this site 
first as it’s the very first 
location on the board. 


“More than 2,000 land¬ 
marks, streets or roads 
could potentially have ap¬ 
peared on the board. Real¬ 
istically around 220 were 
in the running so many 
congratulations to the 22 
who made the final cut.” 

Earlier this year when 
news of the board was an¬ 
nounced, the public was 
invited to vote as to which 
property landmarks should 


be selected to swap places 
with the famous London 
sites. 

Mr Taylor added “We 
would like to formally 
thank the great Weymouth 
and Portland public for all 
its votes. Without the pub¬ 
lic’s wonderful support this 
unique and official board 
could not have been pro¬ 
duced.” 



THE strange proboscis-like horn on the 
head of this aptly named unicorn fish has 
prompted staff at Weymouth Sea Life Park 
to liken him to an old RAF spy plane. 

They have christened him ‘Nimrod’ and 
voted him their favourite resident in all their 
displays. 

“Not only is he so strange-looking, he 
makes our jobs easier by changing colour if 
the tank needs a water change,” said dis¬ 
plays supervisor Matt Fuller. 

“We carry out regular water quality 
checks and do tests to make sure that things 
like salinity and oxygen levels are as they 
should be, and there are no dangerous build¬ 
ups of ammonia or other toxins. 

“But on a couple of occasions we’ve car¬ 
ried out water changes ahead of schedule 
because Nimrod has signaled a minor prob¬ 
lem with a subtle change of colour.” 

Like many species, unicorn fish are 
plagued by parasites in the wild, and will 
turn pale to signal to cleaner fish that they 
are in need of a spot of grooming. 

Nimrod first prompted displays staff to 
check the water quality when his normally 
creamy complexion abruptly turned very 


mottled. 

“We checked the water and sure enough, 
there had been a bit of an ammonia build¬ 
up because of uneaten food. So we did a 
partial water-change and Nimrod resumed 
his usual colour again.” 

Nimrod also seems to recognise Matt and 
his colleagues and will often approach them 
and change colour in the hope of being fed. 

Though it looks like a handy weapon, uni¬ 
corn fish sport their horns for purely deco¬ 
rative purposes. 

Favouring open water, rather than reefs, 
they are built for speed to enable them to 
escape deep water predators like sharks. 

Happily for Nimrod, the small sharks he 
shares his tank with in the Sea Life Park’s 
‘Shark Reef’ display are no threat to him. 

“They tend to veer aside and give Nimrod 
right of way,” said Matt. 

“He definitely thinks he’s top dog, and 
since he helps us take care of it, we’re 
happy to consider it his tank too.” 

Nimrod was such a hit at the park that dis¬ 
plays staff recently introduced several more 
unicorn fish to keep him company.

Dr Who 
dinosaur in 
Dorchester 

DR Who recently saw the Doctor once again meeting 
an old rival - the dinosaurs - in the latest BBC series. 

Nearly 40 years ago in 1974 the then Doctor fought 
off the dinosaurs in "Invasion of the Dinosaurs". In 
this episode from the archives The Doctor and his as¬ 
sistant Sarah Jane Smith return to London and foil a 
plot by a few scientists and members of UNIT to 
bring dinosaurs through time. One of the life-size re¬ 
constructions of the dinosaurs used in the original 
series is on display in the Dinosaur Museum in 
Dorchester. 

Tim Batty the museum's curator and a life-long fan 
of Dr Who said, "the reconstruction is of a Cory- 
thosaurus and it was designed so that a person can 
get inside and make the dinosaur walk, and operate 
its arms and head. The Corythosaurus has been af¬ 
fectionately named as 'Dina' by the Dinosaur Mu¬ 
seum team and her many fans, and on special 
occasions she still goes on 'walkabouts'. 'Dina' is a 
part of television history with a real Dr Who pedi¬ 
gree. In 1974 the Doctor was only in his third regen¬ 
eration, and was played by actor John Pertwee." 

The Dinosaur Museum has re-established its links 
with Dr Who by working with the official Dr Who Ad¬ 
ventures magazine that accompanies the series. It 
has teamed up with the magazine to offer prizes for 
a special Dr Who and the Dinosaurs competition ap¬ 
pearing in this week's magazine. 

'Dina'the dinosaur reconstruction from the original 
Dr Who and the dinosaurs series can be seen at the 
Dinosaur Museum in Dorchester, which is open daily 
throughout the year.

SCRUM DOWN - RUGBY ROUND-UP

Good win for reshuffled Dorchester 1 st XV 


ON another match day during which the 
water carriers were very much in evi¬ 
dence, I made the short journey to Brid¬ 
port to watch them open their league 
programme a week late, with a game 
against the newly promoted Oakmedi- 
ans second side. 

The Brewery Field was due to stage 
two fixtures on Saturday but, on my ar¬ 
rival, I found that Ellingham & Ringwood, 
Bridport second side's opponents had 
conceded. 

BRIDPORT 29 OAKMEDIANS 2nd 0 

Although a breeze blowing down the 
ground threatened to make life difficult 
for the lineout throwers, other condi¬ 
tions were ideal for Bridport's first 
league game of the season. The home 
side had the advantage of the breeze in 
the first half and certainly looked the 
more likely outfit in the first fifteen min¬ 
utes. 

They turned over possession on a couple 
of occasions and spread the ball wide on 
their opponents' twenty five but failed 
to convert half an overlap on the right, 
and the chance was lost.The visitors did 
not clear effectively however and con¬ 
ceded a free kick from a crooked feed at 
a set scrum in front of their posts. Brid¬ 
port tapped and went and lock forward 
Sean Stewart galloped over halfway out. 
Out half Wes Lewis added the extras to 
give his side a 7-0 lead at the end of the 
first quarter. 

The home side were winning the territo¬ 
rial game hands down at this stage and 
they increased their lead some five min¬ 
utes later when Oakmedians lost control 
of their ball at a lineout inside their 
twenty five, knocked the ball back, and 
Pibworth was first to react. He got over 
some ten yards in from touch. Lewis 
judged the breeze well to convert from 
out wide and Bridport now led 14-0 with 
the game approaching the half hour 
mark. 

The visitors were not protecting their 
own ball as well as they should have 
done and the home side were prosper¬ 


ing as a consequence. Oakmedians did 
come more into the game, territorially 
speaking in the final minutes of the half 
although it was the home side who had 
the final chance.

While I thought 
Bridport were good value for their 14 
point lead, their opponents were far 
from done and would have the benefit 
of the wind throughout the second pe¬ 
riod. 

The second half was scant minutes old 
when a melee developed around the 
visitors' twenty five and, after the referee 
had sorted matters without resorting to 
cards, the action in the next ten minutes 
was rather desultory. At that juncture 
Bridport pushed their opponents off 
their own ball at a set scrum close to 
their posts, won the penalty and Lewis 
kicked the goal. The ensuing few min¬ 
utes was the visitors' best period. 

They forced a succession of penalties 
close to the home line and I though the 
home side were really in yellow card 
country before they finally turned over 
possession and kicked clear. With fifteen 
minutes left however, Bridport prop 
Bobby Watts went down with a back in¬ 
jury that was considered to be serious 
enough to not move him, and the game 
was concluded on the adjoining pitch. 
The game had really lost its shape at this 
stage but, after an inconclusive five min¬ 
utes it was the home side that finished 
the stronger, although they were fortu¬ 
nate to survive a charge down in their 
own twenty two. The ball went dead and 
they cleared from the twenty two and 
went on to make the result safe, Cutting 
taking a wayward kick out of defence at 
pace and sending the ball wide for Lewis 
to get over and run to the posts. He con¬ 
verted his own try and his side went 
hunting the bonus point. 

They got it at the last when they spun 
the ball from a scrum in front of the Oak¬ 
medians posts. A good run from the 
midfield set the position and winger 
Harry Clark got over in the corner. Lewis 


had struck place kicks well all game, and 
his final effort rebounded from the bar, 
and was the last kick of the game. 

FROME 31 WEYMOUTH 22 

FOR the second week running Wey¬ 
mouth, who have yet to win a league 
game this season, led at the halfway 
stage before being overtaken. 

They started brightly enough and took 
the lead around the end of the first quar¬ 
ter with a good unconverted try, 
touched down by full back Hoxey after 
some useful approach work by his mid- 
field. 

More was to come before the break, 
with prop forward Comden crashing 
over from close range. Sheppard con¬ 
verted this one and the visitors led 12-0 
at the halfway stage. Frome were far 
from done however. They got a score 
back early in the second period, an un¬ 
converted try, and levelled the scores on 
the hour mark with a second try, con¬ 
verted this time. 

The sides swapped penalty goals early 
in the final quarter, then, with some fif¬ 
teen minutes left, Frome chipped ahead. 
A horrid bounce wrong footed the Wey¬ 
mouth cover and fell kindly for the home 
side who took full advantage. 

The score remained unconverted, but 
the home side now led 20-15 and in¬ 
creased this lead in the short term by 
kicking a penalty goal.

Alas! they lost possession when in the 
Frome twenty two.

The Wey¬ 
mouth cover finally dealt with the initial 
thrust but could not regain possession 
and Frome got over for the try that, al¬ 
though it remained unconverted, de¬ 
nied their opponents even a losing 
bonus point. 

Although Weymouth have yet to 


gather a league point this season, they 
should take heart from the fact that they 
do seem able to compete at this level 
and one would hope that their collective 
confidence does not erode. 

In fact, both Weymouth second and 
third sides slipped to decisive defeats at 
the hands of their New Milton counter¬ 
parts, with the seconds going down 65- 
6 and the thirds by 41-10. 

DORCHESTER 28 WIMBORNE 10 

HAVING been forced into making some 
half dozen changes for this, their first 
home league fixture, Dorchester, quite 
understandably, took time to settle. 

Wimborne had the better of the earlier 
exchanges and kicked a penalty goal to 
take the lead and, with prop Warren hav¬ 
ing to leave the field subsequently with 
an injury, the home side were forced to 
make another reshuffle and a further 
lack of cohesion ensued, albeit tem¬ 
porarily. 

Wimborne took further advantage by 
scoring a converted try to lead 10-0 but 
the home side began to slowly find their 
way back into the contest. 

Baker reduced the arrears by kicking a 
penalty and, with the interval looming 
and his side dominating, a second 
penalty award was kicked to the corner.

WEYMOUTH were unlucky not to get 
something from this Evo-Stik League 
Premier Division match against high- 
riding Hemel Hempstead Town at the 
Bob Lucas Stadium.
